NEW TROOPING THE 
COLOUR SERIES.

HE forty-first annual demonstration of 
h the Dublin Battalion of the Boys' 

Brigade, which took place on Saturday 
afternoon in the Theatre Royal, was a great 
success. The attendance of the public was so 
large that there was not a vacant seat from 
the parterre to the top gallery, and scores of 
people were satisfied with standing room. The 
arrangements were made by Mr. R. M. Wolfe, 
honorary battalion secretary, and the pro- 
gramme was thoroughly enjoyed by everyone 
present, 

After a drum tattoo and trumpet fanfare by 
the 3lst Dublin Company (St. Kevin’s Parish) 
and a parade by Squads 2nd, 8th, 12th and 
31st Dublin Companies, a Hymn of Praise was 
sung, to the accompaniment of the brass band 
of the 1st, Dublin Company, and the Rev. H. 
G. Forde, M.A., battalion vice-president, 
opened the programme with prayer. 


THE DISPLAY. 

The programme consisted of barbells by the 
17th Dublin Company (St. Matthew’s Parish), 
vaulting horse by the 4th Dublin Company 
(the Scots’ Church), games by the 3lst Dublin 
Company (St. Kevin’s Parish), physicai 
exercises, 2nd Dublin Company (St. Mark’s 
Parish), and band selection by the 14th Dublin 
Company *(St. George’s Parish).

A member of this company, as a prologue, 
said that the trooping of the colour held an 
irresistible charm for everyome. Old and 
young, rich and poor, were alike attracted by 
its splendid pageantry and wonderful pre- 
cision. Many good people, however, while 
they could not deny the charm of the event, 
were seriously Mehatina because they 
thought it led in the direction of militarism 
—that wretched state of affairs in which 
nations, distrustful of each other, believed 
that their only security lay in force of arms. 

To-day, he said, we introduce to you a new 
series of trooping the colour. The gorgeous 
uniforms are displaced by gymnastic attire. 
The colours, with their emblazoned battle 
honours, give place to two simple flags—one 
red, the token of sacrifice, and one white, 
the emblem of purity. We have, however, 
endeavoured to maintain that precision of 
movement which has always been associated 
with the ceremony. 

Our effort is a simple gesture, the expres- 
sion of a sincere hope that the day is not far 
distant when nations will compete, not for 
military supremacy, but for supremacy in 
physical fitness—a physical fitness which will 
not be used to crush the weak, but which 
will be devoted to the noble ideal of making 
this world a better place in which to live, a 
world in which we shall get a little nearer to 
the ideal of loving our neighbour as our- 
selves. (Applause.) 

The remainder of the programme consisted 
of horizontal bar exercises, vaulting horse 
and tumbling display. The proceedings 
closed with the singing of the Doxology and 
with the Benediction.
